New Zealand Maoris 


WELLINGTON, N, Z. Aug. 4— 
New Zealand has never been bothered 
by the race question for the simple 
reason that liberal treatment has 
meted to the Maoris who, 
to franchise and other matters are 
treated as absolute equals of th 
white people.

HOLIDAY SUGGESTIONS 


One fitting and profitable way to} 
spend civic holiday is to ramble around | 
some of the unfamiliar parts of the city 
and note what has been done this year in 
the improvement of streets and the erec- 
tion of new buildings. The average house- 
holder will be surprised at the discoveries 
he can make along these lines in the 
course of an hour or so. 

To those of a utilitarian turn, it may 
seem equally appropriate and profitable 
to spend part of the day in the back yard 
with the scythe. The city weed inspector 
is out with a general invitation to the 
citizens for a little mere co-operation it | 
the weed campaign, and the tenor of his 
remarks suggests that an hour or so of 
voluntary effort may keep a few dollars 
off the tax bill. 


THE FARMERS ARE CONTENTED 


The excursionists have brought back 
from the Peace River country the kind of 
reports which were to be expected. The 
crops are good, though in some sections 
the earlier estimates of “bumper” yields 
will not be made good. Settlers are trek- 
king into the homestead areas, buildings 
and fences are springing up in the wilder- 
ness, and everywhere is the bustle that 
goes with a rapid extension of settlement. 

The most important item in the survey 
is the unanimous contentment which the 
visitors found among the farmers. Pros- 
perity is apparent in all parts of the 
country, the result of good crops and good 
prices. Freight rates are now satisfac- 
tory. Railway construction is assured. 
The farmers are doing well, and know it. 
and confident that they will continue to 
do well. That is the final proof of any 
farming district. 


WORTH WHAT THEY COST? 


Premier Brownlee stated at Calgary | 
that the Government is not urging the 
transcontinentals to make another bid on 
the E.D. and B.C. system. This for the 
reason that the lines are now paying an 
operating surplus, though this is not 
sufficient to meet the interest on their 
cost. Unless an offer were made which 
would take care of these fixed charges he 
did not see that the province would benefit 
by the sale.

PROTECTING GAME “BIRDS 


Alberta sportsmen will note with inter- | 
est, and probably also with very general 
approval, that the closed season is to be | 
continued this year in respect to grouse 
prairie chicken and native partridge, while 
ahe Hungarian partridge may be shot 
during two months only instead of three. | 
For whatever reason, the immunity al- 
ready given to these birds does not appear 
to have enabled them to multiply to the 
extent it was reasonable to expect In | 
this part of the province at any rate they 
are still scarce 

It cannot be the wish of anyone that 
these excellent game birds should be 
threatened with extinction. They provide 
good sport, and good eating also, when | 
sufficiently numerous. What is perhaps | 
more important; they provide an excellent | 
excuse and a strong inducement for a | 
large number of men to get out of doors 
in the fall months and tramp across 
country; much to the benefit of their 
health, whether or not they maintain their 
claims as Nimrods.

Church Union |

There ts no doubt that, as far as its influence upon 
the outside world is concerned, the church would be 
better off were the various denominations united { 

The problem, however. presents considerabie | 
practical difficulty. The Church is an institution. A 
cause is both held back and advanced by being con- 
nected with an institution 

The institution gives the advantage of momentum 
but has the disadvantage of being opposed to any 
change 

The churches in Canada have gone ahead of the 
churches of other countries with respect to union 
The United Church of Canada now includes all of the 
congregations of the Methodist Church, practically all 
the Congregational Churches and 8 per cent of the 
Presbyterian Churches 

The effect has been to reduce the number of 
churehes to one-half the number existing in J 
1925. and “strong and for the most part self-sustau:- 
ing community churches” have been formed 

A report says: “The gain has been enormous. For 
one thing the overhead expenses have been usually 
cut in two; the minister has had a man’s job; the 
musical service of the Church has been greatl; 
strengthened by a consolidation of the choirs, and in 
hundreds of cases the Mission Board has been entirely 
relieved of the necessity of paying two grants in ¢ 
single community where none is now needed. In many 
cases there has also been a consolidation of boards 
committees. theological colleges and missionary staff: 
These consolidations have been attended by a “real 
union of spirit,” and “a distinct deepening of spirit- 
ual life.’ 

Of course the Canadian union has only been estab- 
lished for two years, but so far it has worked remark- 
ably well 

It would seem that the advantages of union are too 
apparent. and should overrule the objections to if, 

Churches are historic institutions, and each one ot 
them has built up an institution and gathered tradi- 
tions that are dear to the hearts of many.

Was to the ‘‘Neuro- 
logical’ for three weeks, Christian and 
Jewlsh science, anything you could pos- 
sibly mention, but failed in everything 
My imagination is getting the best of 
me.

Reply 

In whatever sense it may be true 
that history never repeats itself, a hu- 
man story like this is constantly re- 
peated. There is 
first the common 
tendency to select 
some one inci- 
dent as the cause 
or occasion for a 
breakdown. That 
is the last straw 
that breaks the 
camel's back. You 


forget about all 
the other load 
piling upon 


weary limbs, and 
you forge at it probably wasn't a 
very sturdy specimen cf a camel to 
begin with. 

Here we have the last straw in 
the form of a questionable joke, a 
very light straw indeed. More com- 
monly it is some loss or accident or 
disappointment or grief, but always 
a shock of some kind. Then the 
particular incident that gave the last 
push that sent the victim over the 
precipice is brooded over and magni- 
fied, and you have what the patient 


calls the “real start of my trouble.”’| 


It is very far from the real start 
which usually goes way back to child- 
hood. Here it is: “I am beginning 
to realize that I can trace back my 
condition since I was a child of 8 


years, was weak,’ and so on. This is 
the second point. Candidates for 
mental breakdown are recruited 


largely from nervous children, Hence 
the great importance now placed on 
recognizing the signs of nervous sus- 
ceptibility early and giving such chil- 
dren special care.

sible for the breakdown fixed that 
idea, so the first failure in treatment 
fixed the idea that all treatment 
would fail. Hence the importance of 
doing the right thing first. “My 
imagination is getting the best of me 
and I get autointoxication.” Quite 
true; you are fixing symptoms until 
they are hard to shake off. But they 
can be driven away, though after four 
years of fixation they sit pretty tight. 

You can't undo the work of years. 
| Yet a man who reaches the age of 
|47 and marries at the age of 36 has 
two children and makes a living is 
normal enough to be brought back 
to the normal life when he falls out 
jof the race for a time. Doubtless he 
and his wife, like many other couples, 
quarrelled now and then; there was 
a harsh word and a break, and often 
the violent dispute was about a very 
small matter, again a last straw. 
|} The break came because one or 
the other was in an irritable mood. 
He or she was below par in stability 
and any little jolt threw the nervous 
System off the track. That same of- 
fensive joke that is held responsible 
for the breakdown, might on another 
occasion have been passed by with 
just a word of reproof. 

Since these “last-straw" ceses occur 
typically in the nervously disposed, 
jsince they get worse by unwise treat- 
ment, and every step of failure digs 
them deeper down into mental un- 
fitness, the task of treatment in a 
mature man is far from simple. It’s 
a question of re-education, of cor- 
recting the mistakes of the past from 
{childhood on, yet more than all else, 
building up a right, hopeful attitude 
toward the present difficulty. 

You can't change a man's disposi- 
tion, certainly not at 47, but you can 
|redispose him enough to bring him 
back to the same state of capacity 
jthat he enjoyed for years. That art 
| 4s long and personal; it can’t be in- 
;dicated in a letter or a page. It 
| begins by rooting out that “last-straw” 
\idea and starting with a careful plan 
jof re-education. Weed the garden 
first; plant new seed; remember that 
the soll isn't any too good; expect 
mnodest results; but favorable ones. A 
normal cron is possible, but you must
